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BOLMES TELLS A TALE 

How Pietzel Came by His Death 
Last September. 



IT WAS A CASE OF SUICIDE. 

Holme* Dinflgorpd the l ac* of tlie Dead 
Wan by an Exploilon of Chemical*— tie 
H i- Witnesses tu Corroborate HI* State- 
ment* — Chappell'* Tank Story Partly 
Yciified-Latest Development*. 

Philadelphia, July 30.— :The Bulletin 
prints the following: An entirely new 
statement has just been made by H. H. 
Holmes, the supposed murderer of the 
Pietzel children. In it the man of 
BUUiy crimes, gives in detail his version 
of now Pietzel came by his death last 
September, and also states his (Holmes' ) 
connection with the tragedy. The 
statement was given to a close friend of 
Holmes in Pniladeiphia, who gave it to 
a Bulletin representative. 

Holmes says that on the Saturday 
u:gnt preceding the death of Pietzel the 
latter came to his house on North 
Eleventh street, where he was staying 
with "Mr.-. Howard." Pietzel told 
Holmes a heartrending 6tory of his 
} ecuniary diliicnlties and of the sick- 
ness of his daughter in St. Louis. "I 
DIUSI have money," he said, or words to 
tnut effect, "to nend my wife to St. 
Louis." 

Holmes remonstrated with Pietzel as 
to hit- spendthrift habits, aud spoke sub- 
-t.i.inally to him as follows: '"lieu, you 
have been a good friend of mine. I 
have made lots of money through you. 
hut 1 can i: n keep this thing up. Where 
il tliat *t>0 I >:ave you the other day? If 
you don't quit drinking you and 1 will 
MTI to separate." 

This conversation is said to have been 
earned on along Eleventh street, the 
m<-u walking north until Norris street 
Brad reached. When they arrived at the 
jorner Pietzel exclaimed: 

'•I am of no benelit to any one. I will 
joon get rid of my difficulties. Life has 
become a nuisance to me." 

Holmes then avers that he jokingly 
remarked to P.etzel: " Well, your body 
is as good as any other, but I would not 
aav.se you to do anything rash." 

Holmes accouuts for making this re- 
mark, by saying he and Pietzel had un- 
der consideration the defrauding of the 
Fidelity MntuA] Insurance company. 

Holmes says Pietzel then became 
angry aud again avovvod that he would 
commit suic.de 

Holmes then explains that Pietzel left 
him witii the intention of going home. 
Holmes says he gave Pietzel uo mouey 
tna! night, but promised lo meet him at 
tii« Call 0W hill street house tue follow- 
ing morning. 

it was about 10 o'clock the following 
day (Sunday), Holmes goes on to say, 
that he went to visit Pietzel at the Cal- 
low hill street house. When he reached 
the place no one apparently was alsjut. 
Holmes sat in tne Kitchen for almost 20 
minutes, waiting tor Pietz. 1 to appear, 
'iue latter, Holmes suppose.!, bid gone 
out tor breakfast. Time w..re on and 
"Ben" was not to be seen. The conspira- 
tor cneu says that he became anxious 
a boat liis friend'- whereabouts, and be- 
^un tu March the house for Pieteel. 

• As I arose to go upstairs," says the 
criminal, "1 noticed a note lying in the 
counter in the trout part of the house. 
It was addressed to me." Then Holmes 
explains tuat lie opened the note. It 
(lit tctea him to go up to the second door 
and open a closet m whioh , he would 
bud a largo blue bottle containing an- 
other letter addressed to him. Holmes 
followed the directions. He found the 
note m the bottle as described, ami was 
horrified when he read it. It was from 
Benjamin Pieuel, aud advised Holmes 
that his (Pietzel's) dead body could be 
found in the house. The letter pleaded 
that Holmes look after Pietzel's chil- 
dren aud suggested that there would be 
DO difficulty in getting the insurance 
i.ioney from the Fidelity company now 
that tne uead body of Pietzel could bo 
produced in evidence, 

Holmes tueu told his friends of the 
appearance of the corpse, and said that 
he sat in the room with the body tor 
over an hour. He was uazed and Hard 
ly knew what course to pursue. - He 
liuuliy made up his mind *Sat since 
PietUM had taken his life there would 
be uo harm m destroying any evidence 
of suicide, so that he might be able to 
get the insurance on Pietzel s hie with- 
out any dirhculty. 

Holmes iias confessed that he there- 
upon dragged the dead body to the MO* 
ouu floor, laid the corpse on the floor, 
pried open the mouth of the dead m.iu 
with a pencil and poured in a quantity 
of explosive chemicals. He thou, he 
says, placed a lighted match 10 the 
man's mouth ami the explosion which 
so hornblv ItflflffOtad the corp.->o fol- 
lowed. To give the more forcible im- 
pression tliat Pietzel came to his death 
by an accidental explosion Holmes 
Mated to hi* friend that he got a pipe of 
Pietzel's, lilled it with tobacco, lighted 
it, then blew out the flame, after the to- 
bacco had been partly consumed, aud 
Jlaced the nipe betide the dead man's 
ody. 

It was nearly 4 o'clock in the eveuiim 
before he leit the Callowlnll street 
house. He put on a hat of Pietzel's to 
partially conceal his identity, and placed 
his own hat, which was of felt, under 
his coat. The crimiual went directly to 
the Broad street station, t>o he alleges, 
and inquired ut what hour the tirst 
train left for Chicago. Holmes says he 
does not distinctly remember at what 
hour the railroad officials told him a 
Chicago train would leave Philadelphia, 
but believes it was between H and 8:30 
o'clock at uight. He then went to the 
house where he was staying aud 
made rredaratious -to leave the city. 
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He and his wife, Holmes alleges, left 
fax Chicago that night. 

It is understood that if the prosecu- 
tion concludes to indict Holmes for the 
murder of Pietzel in Philadelphia they 
will produce a witness who, it is said, 
heard the conversation between Holmes 
and Pie tee) on that eveutful evening 
when the latter threatened to do away 
with his life. It has also been learned 
that the state has another witness who 
was OH the train on which Holmes and 
his ••wife' traveled to Chicago. This 
witness, it is understood, can testify 
that Holmes sat in an apparent stupor 
on bis way to the west.

Cbtcaoo, July 30.— The Match of the 
Holmes building was prosecuted yester 
Jay on the Information given to the 
police by II. S. Chappell, the machinist, 
who says that he articulate,! the skele- 
tons of three of the supposed victims of 
EL H. Holmes. Chapped told the police 
that Holmes had two vats in the cellar. 
One, he said, was in the southeast cor- 
ner and the other in the southwest cor- 
ner of the rear cellar. Thoy hud since 
been walled up, he said. One of the 
vats, according to Chappell's statement, 
was used as a vessel in which the ri--h 
was eaten from the bones by the u»' of 
acids. The other was for the purpose 
of bleaching the bom s. 

Twelve laborers worked all day dig- 
ging out the two corners designated by 
i happell, and were about to give up the 
search as unsuccessful when one l: the 
men at work on the sontheust corner 
struck his spade against something 
which gave forth a metallic sound. The 
metal object proved to be a huge lonk 
in the shape of a boiler. It was located 
just outside the soutb cellar wall, ami 
its top was four feet trom the ground 1 ! 
surface. Work for the night was 
stopped before the tank was fully un- 
covered, but apparently it is eignt feet 
long aud ttiree feet in diameter. 

Except for the discovery of the tank 
the search in the basemeut was fruit- 
less. Above stairs the search was almost 
as barren of results as that made in the 
cellar. A few scraps of letters were 
found and one minute portion of a regis- 
try envelope was picked up by Sergeant 
Nortou. It bore tho number Of the 
registered letter and will be investi- 
gated. It is expected that the name of 
the sender and recipient will be ob- 
tained. 

The police secured, yesterday, a skele 
ton which they tirst believed to be tna" 
of Mrs. Connor, one of the alleged Vic- 
tuns of H. H. Holmes. M. G. Chap- 
pell, who claimed to have articulated 
several skeletous for Holmes, took two 
detectives to the house of a West Si If 
physician where the complete skeleton 
was found. Chappell says that he got 
the bmes from Holmes and from tiie 
dates and other evidence Inspector 
1'itzpufrick announced that he bedeved 
the skeleton to be that of Mrs. Connor. 

After further examination the police 
decided that the skeleton is prooably 
that of Miss Cigrand, the Indiana girl, 
instead of that of Mrs. Conner. It had 
been sold to the Hahnemann medical col- 
lege by Holui"s, the police claim. Yes- 
terday's Jind, with the trunk- discovery 
ot Sunday, makes two of the three skel- 
etons which Chappell claims to nave 
articulated for Holmes, and the polio 
are in hopes of rinding the third shortly. 

It is probable that all the secret pas 
sages und rooms in Holmes' house will 
soou bo revealed, as a brick mason, Who 
claims to nave none all the queer work 
about the place, called at police head- 
quarters yesterday afternoon and ot- 
tered to tell all he knows. He was 
promptly taken care of by the ofllcers, 
and is expected to prove au important 
witness. 

DETECTIVE GEYER'S WORK. 

Two More Murder* I'rovented by the Ar- 
rest of Holme*. 

Indianapolis, July 30. — Detective 
Geyer, who is here searching for the 
house in which he thinks Holmes mur- 
dered Howard Pietzel and disposed of tho 
body, made the startling announcement 
that he discovered enough here to con- 
vince him tiiat the arch murderer had 
laid his plans to murder his fifth wife, 
Georgiana Howard, aud her mother, 
Mrs. Yoke of Franklin, in this city as 
soon as he should get rid of the Pietzel 
family. 

Det«etive Geyer obtained his clew at 
the real estate office of John L. Wright 
who had dealing with Holmes while 
the latter was starting from one hotel to 
another with the Pietzel children. At 
that time Holmes had been given au- 
thority by Gaorgiana Howard to make 

a deal with their hein fur her property 

at Fraukhn aud had her mother's con- 
sent. Owing to some hitch the deal 
was dropped temporarily. 

Detective Geyer asserts that as soon 
us Holmes had got the tew thousand 
dollars OOmiUg to his wile lie would 
buve disposed of both Georgiana aud 
her mother as he did of the Pietzels. 
Detective Geyer still holds to the beliei 
that Howard Pie tea] was murdered in 
this city, although his body might have 
been disposed of in Chicago, 'lhus tar 
ho has no clew to any house in tins city 
tliat Holmes rented. He says all trace 
of the boy euds in Indianapolis. 

Columbus, U.. July 30.— As a result 
of a grudge of long standing, James 
Leonard, who keeps a saloon and gro- 
cery at State aud Sandusky streets, on 
the West Side, shot and killed William 
Welsh last uight. Welsh was at Leon- 
ard's saloon, when u little trouble arose 
and Leonard shot Welsh twice and then 
struck him over the head with the re- 
volver. The police took Welsh's re- 
mains to the morgue aud Leonard was 
taken to the city prison, charged with 
murder. Mrs. Leouard was mixed up 
iu the affair, it being charged that she 
and Welsh were too friendly to suit 
Leonard, who was jealous.

THE LAST DAY'S DISCUSSION. 



Feasibility or Independent Action by the 
DUtted State* For the K -unmet 1/. itlon ol 
S'ltrer BagSfdltSS of tlie Arts of t:tlu-r 
> ation* Wa* the Subject tinier t'oimid- 
eratlun. 

Chicago, July 80.— The List day H 
the Horr-Harvey debate opened yesier- 
day afternoon. The day's attack W H 
directed at the question of the feasi- 
bility of independent action by th'- 
United States for the remonetization of 

silver and its free an unlimited coma . . 
at a ratio of 16 to 1 with gold, regard' 
less of the acts of other nations. Mr. 
Harvey mrguiug for such action, >jr. 
Horr against it. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. 
Horr who declared it was useless to try 
to fix the relative value of any tWO sub- 
stances by legislation. Suppose con- 
gress should try to fix the relative value 
of a bushel of wheat and a btuhei ol 
oats. As soon as one of them had a 
large crop, up would go the ratio and 
legislation by the nations of the wh >ie 
world would not maintain tne ratio 

any more than it would n- water 

run up hill. The la sv of gravity would 
■tend in the way, it was so in che mat- 
ter of ratio between silver and gold. 

Mr. Harvey quoted estimates as to the 
consumption of gold for a moment 1U 
the arts and otherwise, one for hoard- 
ing, to theeffect that these uses equiuioil. 
if they did not exceed tne production, 
so that tlie amount of that metal : >r 
coinage was at a standstill or decreas- 
ing- 

Returning his argument aud referring 
to Mr. Harvey's scatemeut that the ie- 
mouetization of silver would reduce 
debts by one-half, Mr. Horr said thai 
by far the largest part of tho debts 1U 
the United States were less than oae 
year old. The long time d- -hts we..- 
those of large corporations. The ail I 
time debts were contracted under the 
existing gold basis and to reduce them 
one-half would be to repudiate them 
one-half. Mr. Harvey's proposition 
would simply result in silver monomet- 
allism. It had been thought that it was 
possible to clip money without injur: n . 
anybody. That has been proved (alia 
c.oc.s. He declared that ofteop money 
could not be substituted for good UOU >• 
without injuring tlie mass of the peomo. 
The peopie who would proiic tiy sucn a 
change would not be the rich, but the 
money changers. 

Mr. Harvey returned to his cube 
argument, declaring it was a valuable 
object lesson. It showed that in- 
Kothschiliis could corner the gold 
the world in their vaults. Who was il 
that clipped the coins in lhT-Vr Who 
was it that established a robber It: lid 
aid r Hesiiming his argument. Mr. 
Harvey said that the gold advocate 
feared that debts contracted m gold 
would be paid in silver and the matt 
who has stipulated to pay gold .. . d 

have to buy u ut a premium, i'hu 

was fallacious. As soon as silver was 

(•monetised no man could stipulate t »r 

payment :n ^oid; the demand tor ■)■ a 

would decrease; ut, the mum time tne 

demand tor .silver would increase, au.l 
soon the differences betweeu the motuis 
wouid be wiped out; soon the purchaser 
would be uuie to get more :u gold I it 
what he hud to sell than now. He I 
clared that it was not the stamp on the 
coin which gave it value, but t..« mak- 
ing of a new use and new demand lor 
it. If at the next general election a bl- 
metallic congress snould be elected, tin 
rubicou would be passed the next 
silver would at once begin to appreciate 
und gold to depreciate and they would 
be ut a parity liefore the meetiug of 
congress, aud as the greenback dollar 
became equal iu value to the gold dol- 
lar before tlra resumption act came into 
force. 

Mr. Horr, resuming, reiterated t 
statement that size had uothing to no 
with value. A diamond worth $ 1,000, - 
000 could be put into a quail's ex»r. He 
then continued his enumeration of tlie 

; lasses of people who declared would ov 

ruined by cheapening the measure of 
value. 

Referring to the advance in wages of 
doinesti. servants Mr. Harvey said that 
since the demonetization women had 
been forced to work for their living be- 
cause their fathers and brothers were 
out of work. This had reduced the 
number of women available tor do- 
Oiestic service, and wages for such 
service had remained firm or advanced. 
Taking up his argument Mr. Harvey 
suid that under free coinage gold.would 
decline while silver and everything 
would advance. Ho claimed thai if all 
the gold and silver in the world \ 
sent to our mints for coiiuiko it would 
be to tiie betieht of the United States 
and the injury of the rest of the world. 
Mouey in cuculatiou made business, he 
said, just as life does not make blood, 
but blood makes life. 

The trouble, Mr. Horr declared, was 
that with free silver coiuage, gold would 
leave the country aud our business 
would be on a ba»us different from the 
i , a) of the world. He argued that there 
was enough gold iu the world for the 
transaction of legitimate business and 
the uuuual output of the mines of the 
world was large enough to meet the in- 
crease of the world's business. In 
proof of this ho quoted the increasing 
production of Africa, Russia, India, 
Australia aud the United States aud the 
opening of new and rich mines. Siuce 
l&oO the supply of gold iu the world 
had increased from about seven millions 
of dollars to over twelve billions, 
with indications of continued rapid in- 
crease. 



Mr. Harvey said that any one who 
had occasion to look into the question 
of reports of the output of mines Would 
not be startled by Mr. Horr's big fig- 
ures. He then quoted the statistics ol 
India under the silver standard, show- 
ing a steady gr-nvth till the balance of 
trade tut nod in his favor iu 1*73. He 
ileciared that to their use of stiver an i 
our comparative disuse of it was wi::.t 
had given such impetus to India, Japan 
and Mexico. He declared he was in fa- 
vor of independent action by this coun 
try. because it would ri^hf u great 
wrong; becau e it- continuance would 
Injun more; because this nation should 
• ►• independent of Euroiie; because w» 

ibould be free from tribute- paying to 
Ureal Britain; beeuu.-e our power il SUf- 
Bcieni to compel F.cropV to come SO our 
lUmdard in order to do business with 
as. Intel national buhuiees were settleu 
by weight, anyhow. There was no such 
thin;* as international money. 

Mr. Horr then proceeded io argue In 
behalf of the single standard foriU 
money, saying that stability was its 
chief merit, and a stable measure could 
not be maintained with two standards. 
Whv. he asked, t;«ke the ratio of 10 to 
1, doubling, as elainud, the value Of ad 
prosperity. Why not go back to the 
standard of Remeses IL 4 to I'i. t ..- 
Whole theory was fallacious, The coin 
must be intrinsically worth its face. 

Mr. Harvey *aid that money could 
not be classed with weights and meas- 
ures. The bimetallist relied on two 
metals, and under that standard u WM 
more stable than a single standard. As 
the pendulum of the clock was made of 
two metals to counteract each Other, so 
the standard of mi MM1J llmiUI be doable, 
■Cting each on the other aud preventing 
fluctuations. Free ml flags in th i United 
fctatcs would establish a parity aud then 
gold would be found here. Tne man 
abroad who had not silver would have 
gold. If the United States would take 
its stand it would prove itself stronger 
than i Treat Britain. France Had prom* 
ised to staud by us, Mexico and South 
America would be with ua; oom billed 
they would force Europe to recognize 
silver. 

Mr. Horr said that silver had had Its 
day as the money of final redemption. 
It would coutiuue, however, to he us^a 
as subsidiary mono}*. G-old was the 
standard of the World and had come to 
stay. 

\Ir. Horr closed by thanking Mr. 
Harvey for the nuiforiiuy courteous 
treatment which he had received from 
his opponent during the disoussiou. 

Mr. Harvey, rising for his eloviiK ad- 
dress, said tne SUnited states was t:ie 
Chief produce.- oi silver until H7o: it wu> 
tne most sacred metal of our coinage: it 
was iiie meaauie Of our value*. In 1 . 
it was struck down as Csssar was, «»J 
the dagger of an assassin. Ti.a goM 
standard men had set up a standard 
founded on a crime as a standard for 
the morals of the nation. 

Mr. Harvey then proceeded to de- 
noun- e the president's foreign ard 
financial policy and declared tuat till 
friends of silver were fighting the batrir- 
of tiie people (be world over. On then- 
success depended the liberties of tne 

masses, Oppressiou had driven the 

libe.ty-lovinK into its last stronghold. 
There was nothing beyond except cue 
islands oi the Paciiic. He declared tn.it 
a | -- end declaration of uiilepuudeace in 
the (.Tinted States was needed, aud pro- 
ceeded to recount the story of tho sign- 
ing of the declaration of Independence 
in Philad< Ipma and tne ringing of i.ie 
bed by the oal watchman with mu n 
dramatic effec. 

Tne answering questions was the tna] 
act in the controversy. 



STORM IN ST. LOUIS. 

One Life Loot and t'nu*i<lerable Uatnr.ae 
!»•>■ •• to Property. 

ST. Lot is, July o0.— This city was 
visited by a terrific thunderstorm yes- 
terday that raged for more tnau an hour. 
The ruin fell in sheets, flooding the 
streets and sewers of the West End and 
two brick houses iu course of erection 
were completely demolished. A num- 
ber of men were at work on them when 
the wiud aud rain came up. They bare- 
ly escaped with their lives. One of 
them, ueorge W. Bcunett, an employe 
of the Missouri Hooting company, was 
thrown violently from ids position on 
the roof of the house and fell to the 
ground, sustaining serious injury about 
the head and body. He wa-* removed to 
the city dispensary. 

In tailing the houses fell on to the 
resideuce of John W. McClaiu ami did 
considerable damage. 

The rain was tne hardest ou record 
for two years. For live minutes the 
waier fell at the rate of six inches an 
hour. In six minutes the government 
rain gauge showeu a full of .'4b of an 
inch. In the West End it rained ..j-"> of 
an inch iu the same time. It rained 
steadily for nearly turee-quarters of an 
hour. Just before the breaking of the 
storm an ugly looking rain cloud, round 
in shape, hanging vttr-y low, passed over 
the city from the northwest. Tne storm 
Wl entirely local. In different parts 
of cities telephone aud telegraph wires 
were blown down. 

Arthur Labee, the 1 1 -year-old son of 
Mrs. Mary Labee, 4,'ii Espenshield av- 
enue, came by hisdeath asaresult of the 
wind and rainstorm. He picked up a 
live wire that had been broken and 
thrown to the street by the wind. 
Death was instantaneous. 

Over 100 telegruph poles were dis- 
abled by the stonn. Tlie telephones 
are all protected by fuses aud lightning 
arresters and the liahtning burned out 
the fuses. It will be a oouple of days 
before they cau be gotten into working 
order. The Western Union aud Postal 
wires fared better than was expected. 
The railroad wires were dowu in a few 
places aud worked badly for a time, but 
the trouble waa of minor importance.

He specilies the refusal of Beola to 
protect him when he had lost his pass- 
port, says that the agent charged that 
the American newspaper correspondents 
were in the employ of the revolution- 
ists, and relates that he (Woodward* 
was obliged to seek protection from

Bedford. Iud.. July -W. — Rock Green, 
a well known telegraph operator, who 
lived with his mother, a widow, in this 
city, was found Sunday iu a vacant lot, 
in a sitting position, almost unconscious 
from au overdose of morphine. He had 
been dissipating, and had laid out Sat 
urday night. Green was au habitual 
cigarette smoker, using great quantities 
every day, and often getting up in the 
night to smoke. This is supposed to 
have been the prime cause of his death, 
which occurred some hours after his re- 
moval home. 

When the cigarettes began to pall on 
his taste he resorted to laudanum and 
opium for the desired stimulation. The 
young man was ^0 years old. Until a 
short time ago he was in the employ of 
the Indiana-Kentucky Bridge company 
at New Albany. Previous to his death 
it required the strength of several men 
to control him. His mother is visiting 
friends in Arkansas. She will arrive 
home some time tomorrow, having been 
summoned by wire.

The workers say that the contractors 
broke through the terms of the existing 
agreement by refusing to pay their 
hands on the day specified, and that 
they, the better to insure the success of 
their scheme to force a strike, locked 
out several hundred of their employes.

Frankfokt, Ky., July 28.— The cat is 
out of the bag. The strange silence of 
the negro politicians in Kentucky after 
the Republican convention failed to put 
a MftO on the State ticket is at last ex- 
plained. 

It was worked on the quiet, and the 
skillful promoters thought the plan 
would never be divulged, but it has grad- 
ually leaked out that the Republicans 
have promised, in the event of success in 
November, to divide all clerkships and 
appointments with the negroes. 

In a number of State campaigns here- 
tofore the colored brother has had a rep- 
resentative on the ticket, but he is con- 
spicuous by his absence this time, and 
yet there is not the first sign of a kick. 
In former years, whenever the black was 
ignored in the State convention, there 
was a big howl raised. Not so this year. 
Why ? Because when the colored brother 
presented himself in the form of a com- 
mittee to the party leaders at the Louis- 
ville convention and asked what was go- 
ing to be done with him, he was taken 
into a secret conference— a regular star- 
chamber pow-wow— that no one but 
those inside the small room at the Wil- 
lard Hotel were to know. 

The colored brother was told in strict 
confidence that if a negro was put on the 
State ticket it would be materially weak- 
ened thereby, as many of the best Re- 
publicans and all the Democrats who 
were thinking of deserting would refuse 
to vote if the ticket was not all white. 

He was told furthermore that if he 
would not insist on having a place on 
the ticket he would be given half the 
clerkships at Frankfort, and half the ap- 
pointments to be made by the Governor 
in consideration of the fact that half the 
Republican votes in Kentucky are fur- 
nished by the colored brother at every 
election. This proposition struck the 
committee favorably, and after taking 
the names of all those present and vow- 
ing solemn secrecv, as to the whole mat- 
ter, the conference ended. 

The colored brother lived up to his 
part of the contract, and made no at- 
tempt to get a Dlace on the ticket, and 
raised no kick after the convention ad- 
journed. The scheme had been working 
nicely up to this time, and the white Re- 
publicans had been pointing, with pride, 
to the fact that their ticket was white, 
and asking weak-kneed Democrats to 
come over and join them. 

Unfortunately, however, a clew was 
obtained, and the whole scheme has 
beeu divulged. Names also have been 
divulged, and it is an opeu secret that if 
Bradley and the rest of the ticket should 
win, William Ward, a well-known col- 
ored politician of Louisville, will be 
made Warden of one of the penitentia- 
ries, and Ed. Lane, a shrewd Frankfort 
negro, is slated for the chief clerkship in 
the Auditor's office. 

The asylum appointments will also be 
divided, and a prominent colored phys- 
ician of Lexington received assurances 
from Eradley managers that he would be 
made Superintendent of the Lexington 
asylum if proper aid was given by the 
negroes to the Republican ticket in Fay- 
ette County.
